On  top  of  tank 

BYU  Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen  said  Glazier  was  working 
l  top  of  the  large  tank  when  an  explosion  shot  flames  out  of 
tank,  burning  him  and  knocking  him  to  the  ground.  Chief 
ielsen  said  the  accident  occurred  about  1 :30  p.m. 

Kyle  Cummings,  BYU  building  inspeetpr,  said  he  believed 
i  explosion  occurred  when  water  in  the  pipe  leading  from 
3  tank  to  the  roof  was  turned  to  steam,  causing  pressure  to 
ild  up  in  the  tank. 

A  small  fire  which  broke  out  on  top  of  the  tank  was  quickly 
tinguished  by  workers.  Two  Provo  fire  trucks,  BYU  Security 
rs  and  an  ambulance  responded  to  the  accident. 

Glazier  was  admitted  to  the  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

Cause  uncertain 

A  representative  of  Superior  Roofing  said  the  company  is 
t  sure  what  caused  the  accident.  He  said  it  is  the  first  time 
at  one  of  their  tanks  has  exploded.  The  job  supervisor  of  the 
aject  at  BYU  is  investigating  the  accident  and  will  take  his 
aort  to  the  company,  the  representative  said.

crisis  limits  hours

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Nearly  six  years  after 
America’s  richest  pool  of  oil 
was  discovered  on  Alaska’s 
North  Slope,  a  bill  authorizing 
a  pipeline  to  tap  it  cleared 
Congress  Tuesday. 

A  Senate  vote  of  80  to  5 
sent  the  measure  to  President 
Nixon.  Backers  predicted  he 
will  sign  it,  despite 
administration  misgivings  over 
sections  giving  regulatory 
agencies  greater  powers.  The 
House  passed  the  bill  Monday. 

The  $4. 5-billion  pipeline, 
long  delayed  in  Congress  and 
the  courts  by  environmental¬ 
ists  who  feared  damage  from 
oil  spills,  would  be  the  largest 
construction  job  ever 


undertaken  by  private 
enterprise. 

Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson, 
D-Wash.,  warned 
environmentalists  that  if  they 
again  tie  the  project  up  with 
lawsuits,  he  will  offer  a  bill  in 
January  to  have  the  federal 
government  build  it. 

Jackson  said  work  must 
begin  by  May  on  the  789-mile 
line  so  that  oil  can  begin 
flowing  to  the  ice-free  port  of 
Valdez  and  thence  by  ship  to 
West  Coast  ports. 

Reserves  in  the  Prudhoe  Bay 
area  of  Alaska,  discovered  in 
February  1968,  are  estimated 
at  10  billion  to  30  billion 
barrels. 

Atlantic  Richfield,  Exxon, 
British  Petroleum  and  four 
firms  which  hold  smaller 
shares  of  the  oil  formed  a 


consortium  to  build  the 
pipeline. 

After  prolonged  courtroom 
delays,  a  federal  appeals  court 
blocked  the  project  in 
February.  The  court  said  it 
violated  limits  on  the  width  of 
rights  of  way  which  Congress 
laid  down  in  1920. 

The  bill  sent  to  Nixon 
revises  the  right  of  way 
limitations,  authorizes  a 
construction  permit  and  bans 
most  lawsuits  which  could 
delay  the  project. 

Environmentalists  have  60 
days  in  which  to  challenge  the 
constitutionality  of  the  bill’s 
prohibition  of  lawsuits  against 
the  permit.

—  Power  company 
spokesmen  and  government 


officials  told  the  House 
Commerce  Committee  that 
year-round  Daylight  Saving 
Time  could  cut  power 
consumption  by  one  or  two 
per  cent,  but  might  require 
children  to  travel  to  school  in 
the  dark. 

-The  National  Education 
Association  urged  the  Nixon 
administration  not  to  disrupt 
schools  to  save  energy. 

—The  Senate  is  expected  to 
take  up  Wednesday  a  bill 
authorizing  imposition  of 
emergency  fuel-saving 
measures. 

-Meanwhile,  Majority 
Leader  Mike  Mansfield’s  order 
to  lower  Senate  thermostats  to 
68  degrees  began  to  take  hold, 
it  was  so  chilly  in  the  chamber 
that  Mansfield  said  he  “may 
come  up  with  a  new  line  of 
business  .  .  .  long  johns.”

GOP  leaders  positive

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
White  House  said  Tuesday 
there  has  been  “over-all 
positive  reaction”  from 
Republican  party  leaders  and 
members  of  Congress  to 
President  Nixon’s  personal 
Watergate  defense. 

The  President  was  holding  a 
third  session  Tuesday  evening 
in  the  series  of  six  he  plans  this 
week  to  discuss  the  issues 
face-to-face  with  all  the 
Republican  members  of 
Congress  and  some  Democrats. 

There  was  still  no  White 
House  response  to  a  Senate 


Watergate  Committee  request 
that  the  President  submit  to 
questioning  by  the  committee 
and  turn  over  all  relevant  tapes 
and  documents.

Israel  refused  to  relinquish 
its  checkpoints  on  the 
Cairo-Suez  highway  Tuesday 
and  Premier  Golda  Meir 
declared  she  would  not  pull 
Israeli  forces  back  to  the  Oct. 
22  cease-fire  lines  as  demanded 
by  Egypt.  Elsewhere  in  the 
Middle  East,  Saudi  Arabia  has 
decided  to  demand 
immediately  a  5 1  per  cent 
share  in  the  oil  companies 
operating  within  its  borders, 
the  newspaper  A1  Anwar 
reported  today  in  an  interview 
with  King  Faisal’s  son  Prince 
Saud  al  Faisal. 

The  prince,  who  is 
under-secretary  of  the  Oil 
Ministry,  was  asked  whether 
the  idea  of  raising  the 
participation  percentage  in 
foreign  oil  companies  still  was 
under  consideration. 

“Of  course,”  he  replied. 
“There  is  a  decision  to  raise 
this  percentage  from  25  to  5 1 
per  cent.  Foreign  companies 
have  been  asked  to  speed  up 
implementation  of  this 
decision.”

Rampton  says  Cool  it' 


Jtah  is  expected  to  have 
ficient  fuel  for  heating  of 
mes  this  winter,  according 
Utah  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
impton.  But  the  governor  is 
1  going  to  ask  Utahns  to 
n  their  thermostats  down  to 
degrees. 

Lampton  disclosed  this 
cision  Monday  in  a  meeting 
ith  his  advisory  committee 
the  energy  crisis.  The  panel 
et  to  discuss  further 
impliance  with  the  plea  for 
nservation  of  energy  by 
:sident  Richard  M.  Nixon. 

Although  fuel  is  sufficient  to 
it  homes,  those  industries 
:d  plants  that  are  on 
erruptible  service  will  suffer 
citizens  do  not  curtail  their 
nsumption.  Interruptible 
vice  customers  are  those 
(ustries  and  consumers  who 


rely  on  the  excess  and  surplus 
fuel  for  energy. 

“If  these  industries  and 
factories  do  not  have  a 
sufficient  supply  of  power, 
they  will  have  to  close  down, 
and  this  would  mean  the  loss 
of  jobs,”  Rampton  said.  “The 
turning  down  of  the 
thermostats  only  has  an 
indirect  effect,  but  it  is  an 
important  one.” 

Rampton  is  expected  to  go 
to  Denver  this  week  to  meet 
with  other  governors  and 
discuss  their  proposals  for  fuel 
conservation.  He  will  then 
decide  on  further  proposals  for 
Utah. 

The  governor  has  taken  steps 
already,  however,  to  cut  back 
state  consumption  of  fuel.  He 
has  ordered  all  state 
departments  to  formulate  and 
submit  a  plan  to  cut  fuel 


consumption  15  per  cent.  This 
is  with  the  exception  of  the 
Highway  Patrol. 

He  also  ordered  that  the  use 
of  state  vehicles  for  extraneous 
purposes  be  cut  and  the 
number  of  vehicles  in  each 
department  possibly  be  cut  to 
those  absolutely  necessary. 

Rampton  noted  that  Utah  is 
in  direct  competition  with 
surrounding  states  for  tourist 
travel.  He  commented  that  if 
Utah  were  to  reduce  its  speed 
limits  and  the  other  states 
didn’t,  tourists  would  merely 
redirect  their  travel  through 
these  other  states.  However,  if 
the  surrounding  states  reduce 
their  limits,  then  possibly  Utah 
would  also,  the  governor  said. 

Rampton  has  ordered  all 
state  vehicles  to  reduce  their 
speed  to  50  mph. 


Provo  is  in  crime's 
'bottom  1 0/  study  says 


Provo  is  one  of  the  ten  most 
crime-free  cities  in  the  nation, 
says  Esquire  magazine  in  its 
December  edition. 

Provo  is  named  in  an  article 
based  on  a  computer  study  of 
reported  felonies  in  every  U.S. 
city  of  50,000  or  more 
population. 

David  Franke,  author  of 
“Safe  Places,”  programmed 
the  computer  to  compare  the 
number  of  crimes  in  each  of 
39  3  metropolitan  areas  to 
their  respective  populations. 
The  study  used  figures  from 
1970  and  1971,  the  last  years 
for  which  complete  statistics 
are  available. 

Provo  Police  Chief  Jesse 
Evans  attributes  the  low  crime 
rate  to  both  effective  law 
enforcement  and  to  the  people 
of  the  community. 

“We  have  real  fine  people  in 


the  area,”  he  said.  “Much  of 
our  success  is  due  to  the  type 
of  cooperation  we  get  from 
the  people.” 

The  Esquire  article  says 
Evans  emphasized  the  role  of 
Provo’s  many  programs  to 
combat  juvenile  delinquency 
in  controlling  crime. 

The  other  safe  cities  listed  in 
the  article  are  Lakewood, 
Ohio;  Rome,  N.Y.;  Weymouth, 
Mass.;  Utica,  N.Y.;  Nashua, 
N.H.;  Euclid,  Ohio; 
Greenwich,  Conn.;  Florissant, 
Mo.;  and  Westland,  Mich. 

The  most  crime-ridden 
cities,  in  order  of  descending 
crime  rate,  were  Compton, 
Calif.;  Newark,  N.J.;  Detroit; 
San  Francisco;  Wilmington, 
Del.;  Oakland,  Calif.; 
Cambridge,  Mass.;  Denver,  and 
Washington,  D.C.,  the 
magazine  says.

Dual  gold 
price  pact 
terminated 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Chairman  Arthur  F.  Burns  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board 
announced  Tuesday  night  the 
termination  of  the  world’s 
dual  price  system  for  gold. 

The  governments  of  six 
European  countries  and  the 
U.S.  agreed  recently  to 
terminate  the  1968  dual  price 
agreement.  Burns  made  the 
announcement  in  behalf  of  all 
the  governments  involved. 

The  practical  effect  of  the 
action  may  be  a  sharp  drop  in 
the  market  price  of  gold, 
which  has  been  above  100  an 
ounce  for  a  number  of 
months. 

Under  the  dual  price  system 
for  gold,  there  has  been  an 
official  price  set  by 
government  central  banks  and 
a  free  market  price  for  trading 
by  private  persons. 

The  U.S.  official  price  of 
gold,  as  a  result  of  recent 
devaluations  of  the  dollar,  now 
is  about  42.22. 

Burns  said  the  United  States 
interprets  abandonment  of  the 
dual  price  system  as  meaning  it 
can  sell  its  gold  at  whatever 
price  it  will  bring,  but  that  it 
could  not  buy  gold  at  over  its 
own  official  price  of  42.22. 

The  United  States  gold 
reserves  are  in  excess  of  11 
billion. 

It  was  not  immediately  clear 
what  effect  the  action  will 
have  on  the  strength  of  the 
dollar. 


Buckley,  Lerner  clash 
in  idea  battle  at  Forum

With  a  resounding  clash  of  idealogies  and 
polysyllabic  words,  Reid  Buckley  and  Dr.  Max 
Lerner  met  head-on  in  a  Forum  debate  Tuesday 
in  the  Marriott  Center  before  an  audience  of 
2,876. 

Epitomizing  the  ideals  of  conservatism,  Reid 
Buckley,  author,  lecturer,  and  editor  responded 
conservatively  to  the  question  “Will  the 
American  Republic  Survive  into  the  21st 
Century?” 

Opposing  Buckley  on  almost  every  count  was 
Dr.  Max  Lerner,  educator,  author  and  lecturer, 
representing  the  liberal,  humanistic  point  of 
view. 

In  a  press  conference  prior  to  the  debate,  the 
speakers  were  asked  to  comment  briefly  on  the 
topic  in  question.  Dr.  Lerner  said,  “I  think  it  is 
possible  for  the  American  Republic  to  survive, 
but  it  is  not  guaranteed.  We  have  met  crises 
before  and  will  again.” 

Buckley  countered  by  stating,  “My  opinion  is 
that  the  republic  may  be  able  to  survive  in  form 
but  not  in  substance.  There  will  be  radical 
changes  if  we  continue  down  the  paths  we  are 
in.” 

During  the  debate,  Dr.  Stanley  A.  Taylor, 
associate  professor  of  Political  Science  acted  as 
moderator,  and  introduced  the  rivals. 

Dr.  Lerner  was  given  the  first  13  minutes  to 
present  the  affirmative  point  of  view. 
Conceding  that  history  has  been  a  “nightmare” 
with  many  problems,  he  said  it  is  still  possible 
to  save  the  democracy  and  resolve  the  problems 
confronting  the  nation. 

Asserting  that  he  is  liberal  because  he  is  a 
humanist,  and  “cares  about  what  heppens  to 


U.N.  peacekeeping  forces, 
Finnish  Maj.  Gen.  Ensio 
Siilasvuo,  flew  to  Tel  Aviv 
after  a  visit  to  a  disputed 
checkpoint  on  the  highway  to 
Suez.

other  people,”  Dr.  Lerner  cited  four  reasons 
great  countries  and  civilizations  in  the  past 
collapsed  and  died  out:  rigidity,  failure  of 
nerve,  failure  to  learn  from  experience,  and 
failure  of  belief,  especially  from  the  youth. 

He  then  went  on  to  discuss  those  four  reasons 
in  more  detail,  giving  examples,  in  an  effort  to 
prove  that  the  U.S.  is  not  guilty  of  making  the 
same  mistakes,  and  therefore  will  survive. 

“Dr.  Lerner  sees  the  far  hills,  but  not  the 
close  draws,”  said  Buckley,  beginning  his  13 
minute  opening  statement.  He  went  on  to 
refute  the  things  Dr.  Lerner  had  said,  using  his 
four  points  and  definitions. 

Buckley  claimed  the  U.S.  is  guilty  of  rigidity, 
has  not  responded  to  challenges  such  as  the 
Vietnam  war,  has  failed  to  learn  from 
experience  and  that  its  people  lack  a  firm  belief 
and  faith  in  its  institutions. 

“The  ’60’s  left  the  young  people  free  and 
floundering,”  he  said.  “Some  things  are  greater 
than  existence  in  this  life  and  if  these  things  are 
not  emphasized,  people  will  lose  their  faith  in 
freedom  and  government.” 

Citing  as  examples  the  Cuban  missile  crisis, 
the  Vietnam  war,  the  Mideast  problems,  and 
Watergate,  Buckley  said,  “we  have  been  guilty 
of  one  failure  of  nerve  after  another.” 

In  quick,  two  minute  exchanges,  Dr.  Lerner 
and  Buckley  traded  quips,  repartee,  and  ideas 
on  disarmament  and  isolationism. 

In  his  one  minute  conclusion  Buckley 
presented  statistics  showing  how  Russia  is 
building  up  militarily  while  the  U.S.  is 
disarming. 

Dr.  Lerner  closed  by  alleging  that  Buckley 
asked  and  answered  the  wrong  questions.  “We 
should  have  more  trust  in  self  and  country.”  Is 
America  a  dying  country?  “Ain’t  necessarily 
so,”  he  concluded.

Pure  sugar 
will  be  fed  to  the  entrant  the 
morning  of  the  contest.  Until 
then,  Davis  said,  the  frog  will 
be  kept  in  a  box  by  himself. 

Make  ’em  scared 

Number  One  and  Number 
Two  will  be  the  Sportmen’s 
entrants  in  the  frog  leaping 
contest.  Dennis  Blackner, 
trainer,  said  the  two  frogs  are 
being  kept  in  a  box  of  wet  rags 
in  the  back  of  his  closet.

Despite  all  the  magnificence  of  these  three  artists,  Clark 
believes,  without  Pope  Julius  II,  Michelangelo  would  not  have 
painted  the  Sistine  Chapel,  Raphael  would  not  have  immortalized 
the  Papal  apartments  and  Bramante  would  not  have  torn  down 
and  started  rebuilding  St.  Peter’s  Cathedral. 

The  aging  Leonardo  da  Vinci  and  his  colder  view  of  humanity 
that  reached  through  his  scientific  knowledge  and  restless 
curiosity  are  also  pointed  out  in  the  film.

Pyramidologist 
schedules  talk 

Dr.  Adam  Rutherford, 
founder  and  president  of  the 
Institute  of  Pyramidology,  will 
lecture  Monday  on  “The  Glory 
of  Christ  as  revealed  in  the 
Great  Pyramid,”  according  to 
Dr.  Hugh  Nibley,  director  of 
the  Institute  for  Ancient 
Studies. 

Dr.  Rutherford,  who  is  from 
London,  England,  will  be  the 
guest  of  the  Institute  for 
Ancient  Studies.  He  will 
lecture  at  4  p.m.  in  184  JKB. 

He  has  devoted  most  of  his 
life  to  the  study  of  the  great 
pyramid  of  Giza. 


Home  Management  will  be  two 
new  courses  offered  by  the 
College  of  Family  Economics 
and  Home  Management 
(FEHM)  this  coming  Winter 
Semester. 

According  to  Dr.  Gary 
Hansen  of  the  FEHM 
department,  the  two  new 
courses  will  be  set  up  on  a 
modular  basis,  with  variable 
credit,  and  neither  require 
prerequisites. 

According  to  Hansen,  the 
courses  are  designed  to  “serve 
the  needs  of  nonmajors  as  well 
as  majors.” 

He  explained  that  the 
courses  are  a  consolidation  of 
previous  offerings  and 
hopefully  they  will  provide  the 
student  with  greater  depth, 
and  allow  him  greater  freedom 
of  choice  in  deciding  what 
subject  matter  to  study. 

The  new  courses  are  broken 
down  into  modules  that  allow 
the  student  to  put  an  emphasis 
on  what  he  wants  to  study. 

Family  Home  Management 
(FEHM  295)  offers  the 
student  variable  credit  ranging 
from  one  to  five  credit  hours, 
he  course  intends  to  help 
students  increase  their 
financial  management 
practices,  and  increase  their 
competency  as  consumers— to 
enable  them  to  function 
successfully  in  the  market 
place  — according  to  Dr. 
Hansen. 

Dr.  Hansen  explained  that 
being  LDS  entails 
“tremendous  financial 
responsibilities.  One  needs  to 
be  a  more  competent  manager 
in  order  to  enjoy  optional 
goods  and  services  in  our 
economy.” 

He  explained  that  the  class 
does  discuss  LDS  problems 
such  as  saving  for  missions, 
tithing,  and  the  cost  of  large 
families,  but  its  format  is 
equally  significant  to  the 
non-LDS  student. 

He  clarified  this  explaining 
that  the  course  is  “for  here 
and  now  as  well  as  for  the 
future.” 

Hansen  explained  that  five 
modules  are  offered  within  the 
course,  and  a  minimum  of  2 
must  be  taken.  The  first 
module  is  required. 

The  modules  include: 
Developing  Successful 
Financial  Philosophies  and 
Strategies  (Jan.  7-25); 
Consumer  Competencies  in  the 
Use  of  Services  and  Taxation 
(Jan.  28-Feb.  15);  Insurances, 
Social  Security  and  Annuities 
(Mar.  11-29);  and  Savings, 
Investments,  Trusts  and 
Estates  which  will  complete 
the  semester. 

Hansen  explained  that 
Family  Economics  and  Home 
Management  (FEHM  435)  will 
deal  with  the  social, 
psychological  and  managerial 
aspects  of  housing.  It  will  also 
concern  itself  with  the 
planning,  selecting  and 
financing  of  home 
environments,  and  indoor  and 
outdoor  lighting.

Teaching  stipend 
is  taxable  income

Graduate  students  may  not 
exclude  teaching  stipends  from 
their  gross  taxable  income  in 
most  cases,  according  to 
Internal  Revenue  Service 


sources. 

Almost  all  graduate 
students,  as  well  as  interns  and 
resident  doctors,  have  to  pay 
taxes  on  their  stipends  because 
they  are  being  paid  for  services 
performed,  according  to 
Roland  Wise,  director  of  the 
IRS  for  Utah. 

“Payments  that  represent 
compensation  for  past, 
present,  or  future  services 
performed  by  you  are  not 
excludable,”  according  to  the 
publication  “Tax  Information 
for  American  Scholars  in  the 
U.S.  and  Abroad.”  “Such 
amounts  are  not  converted  to 
scholarships  or  fellowship 
grants  merely  because  the 
research  can  be  used  for  credit 
toward  degrees  or  may  be 
required  to  obtain  a  degree.” 

There  are  certain  situations, 
however,  where  this  stipend  is 
not  taxable.  “Normally,  if  the 
services  are  required  of  all 
candidates  for  a  particular 
degree  (whether  or  not 
recipients  of  scholarships  or 
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\  Library  space  could  be  like  this  if  books

fellowship  grants)  as  a 
condition  of  receiving  the 
degree,  the  compensation  for 
the  services  may  be  excluded,” 
according  to  the  same 
pamphlet. 

Also,  if  the  “primary 
purpose  is  to  further  your 
education  and  training,  and 
the  amounts  do  not  represent 
compensation  for  services,  the 
compensation  can  be 
considered  a  scholarship  or 
fellowship  and  would  not  be 
taxable,”  according  to  the 
pamphlet. 

‘‘This  situation  is 
complicated  and  each  case 
must  be  looked  at 
individually,”  said  A1  Wallberg, 
Chief  of  the  Administrative 
Division  of  the  IRS  in  Utah.

If  there  is  doubt  whether 
your  stipend  for  teaching  or 
interning  as  a  graduate  student 
is  taxable  or  not,  you  should 
first  consult  the  grantor, 
according  to  the  pamphlet. 

The  IRS  may  have  already 
given  him  advice  about  its 
appropriate  tax  treatment.

Illegal  contributions 


Gulf  Corp.  pleads  guilty 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Gulf 
Oil  Corp.  pleaded  guilty 
Tuesday  to  illegally 
contributing  corporate  funds 
to  the  1972  presidential 
campaigns  of  Democrats 
Wilbur  D.  Mills  and  Henry  M. 
Jackson,  as  well  as  to  President 
Nixon’s  re-election  effort. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
George  L.  Hart  Jr.  urged 
prosecutors  to  act  against 
those  who  knowingly  receive 
such  illegal  corporate 
contributions,  as  well  as  those 
who  give  them.  “It  takes  two 
to  commit  this  crime,”  he  said. 

Gulf  had  disclosed 
voluntarily  last  August  that  it 
gave  $100,000  illegally  to 
Nixon’s  1972  campaign 
committee,  which  then 
returned  the  money  and  said  it 
hadn’t  known  it  was  illegal. 


Gulf  also  admitted  Tuesday 
that  it  gave  $15,000  to  Rep. 
Mills,  D-Ark.,  and  $10,000  to 
Sen.  Jackson,  D-Wash.,  both  of 
whom  ran  unsuccessfully  for 
their  party’s  presidential 
nomination. 

A  spokesman  for  Jackson 
said  the  money  had  been 
received  with  “no  knowledge 
that  corporation  funds  were 
involved.”  A  Mills  aide  said  the 
congressman  hadn’t  been 
aware  of  the  illegal  donation 
and  would  return  the  money 
from  his  own  pocket  if  Gulf 
asks  for  it. 

Gulf  and  its  Washington 
lobbyist,  Claude  C.  Wild  Jr., 
pleaded  guilty  to  separate 
criminal  counts.  Hart  fined 
Gulf  $5,000  and  Wild  $1,000, 
but  imposed  no  prison  term  on 


Wild.  He  could  have  received  a 
year’s  jail  term. 

While  Gulf  pleaded  guilty  to 
its  illegal  donations  in  court, 
the  Senate  Watergate 
committee  heard  testimony 
that  the  American  Ship 
Building  Co.  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio  gave  $25,000  illegally  to 
Nixon’s  campaign  last  year  and 
then  instructed  an  employe  to 
lie  to  the  FBI  about  it. 

Matthew  E.  Clark  Jr.,  who 
earns  $16,300  a  year  working 
at  the  company’s  Amship 
division  in  Lorain,  Ohio,  said 
he  was  given  a  $5,000  bonus 
April  6,  1972,  and  ordered  to 
donate  what  remained  of  it, 
after  deductions,  to  several 
political  campaigns  including 
Nixon’s.  He  said  he  couldn’t 
remember  the  others. 


ANNAPOLIS,  Md.  (AP)  - 
The  Maryland  Bar  Association 
filed  a  petition  with  the  state’s 
highest  court  Monday  which 
could  lead  to  suspension  or 
disbarment  of  former  Vice 
President  Spiro  T.  Agnew. 

The  document  filed  with  the 
Maryland  State  Court  of 
Appeals  was  a  petition  for 
review  under  the  rules  for 
discipline  of  attorneys,  said 
James  Norris,  clerk  of  the 
court. 

The  petition  seeks  a  review 
of  Agnew’s  status  following  his 
no-contest  plea  to  income  tax 
law  violation  charges  in  U.S. 
District  Court  Oct.  10. 

Under  the  rules,  the  Court 
of  Appeals  will  appoint  a  panel 
of  three  circuit  court  judges  to 
take  testimony  in  the  case. 
That  panel  would  recommend 
to  the  high  court  what 
action  — if  any  — should  be 
taken  against  the  attorney. 

Norris  said  the  penalties 
could  range  from  a  letter  of 
censure  to  suspension  from 
practice  for  a  period  of  time, 
to  the  ultimate  action  of 
banning  Agnew  from 
practicing  law  in  Maryland. 

Agnew  was  an  attorney 
before  being  elected  Baltimore 
County  executive,  the  first  in  a 
series  of  posts  which  led  to  his 
holding  the  second  highest 
elective  office  in  the  land. 

Integration 
plea  denied 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare 
rejected  Tuesday  nine  state 
plans  for  court-ordered  racial 
desegregation  of  their  public 
colleges  and  universities. 

The  proposals  submitted 
early  last  summer  “fall  far 
short  of  being  acceptable”  to 
meet  a  federal  court  deadline 
next  April,  said  Peter  E. 
Holmes,  director  of  HEW’s 
Office  for  Civil  Rights. 

The  states  of  Arkansas, 
Florida,  Georgia,  North 
Carolina,  Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  were 
told  in  letters  to  submit 
improved  plans  within  90  days 
to  deal  with  student  and 
faculty  integration. 

Louisiana  and  Mississippi 
were  given  the  90  days  plus  an 
interim  Nov.  30  deadline  to 
agree  to  submit  detailed  plans 
or  have  their  cases  referred  to 
the  Justice  Department  for 
court  action.

Proposed  expansion  of  900 
East  Street  in  Provo  must 
await  approval  from 
Washington,  D.C.,  Frank 
Turner,  Provo  City  Traffic 
engineer,  said  Monday.  Federal 
agencies  must  receive  an 
examine  a  Utah-prepared 
environmental  impact  study 
on  the  project. 

Turner  said  it  should  take 
about  a  year  to  receive 
approval  or  a  veto  on  the 
proposed  project.  If  approval 
comes,  it  will  take  six  to  eight 
months  to  design  the 
expansion  of  the  street.  About 


a  year  will  be  needed  for 
actual  construction  work,  he 
said. 

Stephen  Sowby,  design  and 
civil  engineer  for  the  Utah 
State  Highway  Department, 
said  the  125-page  study  will  be 
printed  in  and  distributed 
from  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
paper  will  go  to  the  Provo  City 
mayor,  Commissioner’s  Office, 
Community  Development 
Department  and  City 
Engineer’s  Office.  Distribution 
should  be  underway  by 
Christmas,  he  said. 

Other  copies  of  the  report 


will  go  to  Washington,  D.C.,  to 
such  offices  as  the  Department 
of  Transportation,  the 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  and  the 
Council  on  Environmental 
Quality,  said  Sowby. 


Sowby  said  the  State 
Highway  Department  is  serving 
as  a  consultant  to  Provo  City. 
He  added  that  the  city,  rather 
than  the  Highway  Department, 
will  receive  word  of  approval 
or  disapproval  of  the  plan  to 
enlarge  the  street.

Employment  in  Utah 
County  is  up  4.9  per  cent  over 
the  past  year  stretching  from 
Oct.  1972  to  Oct.  1973, 
according  to  the  Utah 
Employment  Newsletter 
published  in  the  Utah 
Department  of  Employment 
Security. 

Utah  County  reported 
annual  growth,  while  other 
counties  in  Utah  have 
experienced  a  leveling  off  in 
their  work  forces. 

“Total  employment  in  the 
area  now  stands  at  52,330-up 
334  from  last  month  and  up 
2,450  from  a  year  ago,”  the 
newsletter  stated. 

Manufacturing  employment 
has  increased  269  workers 
during  the  past  year,  wholesale 


and  retail  trade  has  increased 
20  per  cent,  transportation  has 
increased  by  70  workers, 
services  were  up  325  on  an 
annual  basis  and  government 
has  also  seen  an  increase, 
according  to  the  newsletter. 

Agricultural  employment 
has  been  on  a  general 
decreasing  pattern  over  the 
past  few  years  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  use  of  modem 
equipment,  and  mining  has 
remained  about  the  same, 
according  to  the  newsletter. 

Construction  and  finance 
declined  last  month  “possibly 
because  of  spiraling  interest 
and  building  costs,”  yet 
business  is  continuing  its 
planned  construction  in  spite 
of  rising  costs.

Viet  Nam  fighting  continues 

SAIGON  —  Government  bombers  made  more  than  50  attacks 
on  the  airstrip  and  other  targets  at  Thien  Ngon,  a  town  in 
Communist  territory  75  miles  northwest  of  Saigon,  military 
sources  said  Tuesday. 

The  Viet  Cong  claimed  a  three-hour  attack  on  the  town 
Monday  caused  heavy  loss  of  life  and  damage  to  property.  A 
Saigon  spokesman  denied  the  charge,  but  South  Vietnamese 
military  sources  later  confirmed  the  raid  took  place. 

Irish  fighting  intense 

BELFAST  -  Rival  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  guerrillas 
turned  Northern  Ireland  into  a  battleground  Monday  in  the  most 
intense  24  hours  of  bombing  inflicted  on  the  war-torn  province  in 
the  past  four  years  of  sectarian  feuding. 

British  army  headquarters  reported  more  than  a  dozen 
explosions  around  the  province  and  said  they  believed  most  of 
them  to  be  the  work  of  Protestant  fanatics.  At  least  1 7  Catholics 
were  wounded  in  the  blitz,  police  said. 

Utah  AFL-CIO  wants  impeachment 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  The  Utah  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council 
says  it  supports  the  national  union  in  calling  for  the  impeachment 
of  President  Nixon. 

Frank  Lay,  president  of  the  Utah  chapter,  said  the  council, 
representing  44,000  members,  encouraged  all  local  unions  to 
write  letters  or  send  telegrams  to  congressmen  urging 
impeachment. 

Former  state  senator  dies 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Former  State  Sen.  Lorenzo  Edward 
Elggren,  an  organizer  of  the  Consumers  Welfare  League  of  Utah, 
has  died  of  natural  causes.  He  was  93. 

Elggren  served  with  the  consumers  group  from  1927-45  and 
had  campaigned  for  people’s  rights  throughout  the  state  during 
that  period. 

He  was  asked  by  the  late-President  Harry  S.  Truman  to  join  the 
Federal  Power  Commission,  but  declined.

BOISE,  Idaho  —  The  United  States  and  Mexico  should  agree  to 
allow  Mexicans  into  this  country  for  specified  periods  as  farm 
laborers,  says  the  retiring  president  of  the  Food  Producers  of 
Idaho.

Monday  such  an  agreement  would  help  workers  financially  and 
make  it  possible  for  farmers  to  hire  Mexican  help  legally.

Power-hitting  Reggie  Jackson 
of  the  Oakland  A’s  was 
unanimously  chosen  Tuesday 
as  the  1973  American  League’s 
Most  Valuable  Player  by  the 
Baseball  Writers  Association  of 
America. 

Jackson,  who  hit  .293  and 
led  the  league  with  32  home 
runs  and  117  runs  batted  in, 
was  a  clear  winner  over  Jim 
Palmer  of  Baltimore,  who 
recently  won  the  Cy  Young 
Award  as  the  league’s  best 
pitcher. 

Of  the  35  players  named  by 
a  committee  of  two  writers 
from  each  league  city,  Jackson 
was  the  only  one  mentioned 
on  all  ballots.  His  24  first-place 
votes  were  worth  336  points, 
almost  double  Palmer’s  172.

Second  baseman  Rod  Carew  of 
Minnesota,  relief  pitcher  John

Jackson  is  the  sixth 
American  League  player  to  be 
a  unanimous  choice  in  the  42 
years  the  BBWA  has  given  the 
award.  The  others  were  Hank 
Greenberg  of  Detroit,  1935;  A 1 
Rosen  of  Cleveland,  1953; 
Mickey  Mantle  of  New  York, 
1  9  56;  Frank  Robinson  of 
Detroit,  1966  and  Denny 
McLain  of  Detroit,  1968. 

“It’s  a  culmination  of  things 
that  makes  this  my  most 
exciting  moment,”  Jackson 
said  at  a  news  conference  in 
Oakland.  “It’s  icing  on  the 
cake  — to  win  the  world 
championship,  to  be  named 
the  Most  Valuable  Player  in 
the  World  Series,  then  to  be 
named  unanimously  for  this. 
It’s  sweet!” 

Jackson,  who  now  has 
played  with  two  straight  World 
Series  champions,  also  said  he 
felt  he  and  pitcher  Jim 
“Catfish”  Hunter  would 


become  Oakland’s  first 
$100,000  players  next  year, 
hinting  that  he  would  like  a 
one-year  contract  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $  1 50,000.

For  the  first  time  since 
Kresimir  Cosic  arrived  on  the 
BYU  varsity  basketball  scene, 
the  frosh  stand  a  good  chance 
of  defeating  the  varsity  squad 
in  the  annual  frosh-varsity 
game  Saturday. 

The  contest  will  follow  the 
usual  game  format,  without 
any  point  cushions  for  the 
freshmen,  and  the  no-foul-out 
rule  will  also  be  in  effect. 

Annually,  basketball  fans  in 
this  area  are  treated  to  a  sneak 
preview  of  the  Cougar  team 
with  the  frosh-varsity 
match-up  prior  to  the 
inception  of  the  regular 
season.  Tip-off  for  this  year’s 
battle  is  7:30  p.m.  and 
admission  price  is  $1 .  Proceeds 
from  the  game  go  to  the 
athletic  fund. 

The  frosh  may  have  an 
advantage  over  the  varsity  this 
year,  as  five  freshmen  on  the 
varsity  squad  will  be 
surrendered  over  to  the 
Courtney  Leishman-coached 
freshman  team.  Coach 
Leishman  will  feature  not  only 
the  six  varsity  players,  but  also 
many  of  his  own  JV  standouts. 

“No  single  freshman  this 
year  has  talent  equal  to  Cosic 
in  1969.  But  we  have  several 
players  whose  overall  talent 
should  make  this  year’s  frosh 
squad  the  biggest  challenge  the 
varsity  has  faced  in  this 
contest  since  Cosic,”  said 
Leishman.  “It’s  the  old  story 
of  youth  versus  maturity  and 
experience.” 

Coach  Leishman  outlined  his 
strategy  for  Saturday’s 
contest:  “We’ll  be  looking  to 
shut  off  Doug  Richards  and 
Belmont  Anderson.  If  we  can 
hold  them  down  we’ll  have  a 
better  chance  of  winning.” 


Leishman’s  probable  starting 
unit  will  feature  former  Utah 
All-Americans  Jay  Cheesman,a 
6-9  center-forward  from  Orem 
and  Mark  Handy,  another  6-9 
forward -center  from  Ogden. 
Cheesman  and  Handy  will 
split-up  the  high  and  low  post 
positions. 

Other  probable  starters 
include  Provo  natives  Veryl 
Law,  a  6-2  guard;  Gifford 
Nielsen,  a  6-5  forward;  and 
Mike  Berning,  a  6-1  guard 
from  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 
Other  members  of  the  frosh 
team  are  Doug  Ainge,  Jamro 
Laitinen,  Wells  Brockbank, 
Jeff  Smith,  Steve  Carlston, 
Craig  Searle  and  Rodney 
Hyde.  Rounding  out  the  frosh 
squad  will  be  Marty  Ross,  Tim 
Mould,  Dave  Checketts  and 
Scott  Florence. 

Although  the  freshmen  have 
some  outstanding  players,  the 
varsity  lineup,  headed  by  last 
year’s  starting  guards, 
Anderson  and  Richards, 
should  have  the  edge. 
According  to  Bob  Frederick, 
Coach  Glenn  Potter’s  assistant, 
who  will  coach  the  varsity 
team  in  Saturday’s  battle, 
“The  game  will  be  more 
competitive  than  ever  before. 
The  six  freshmen  on  the 
varsity  have  competed  in  drills 
and  scrimmages  with  the 
varsity  since  Oct.  15. 

“Four  or  five  of  the 
freshmen  have  outscored  some 
of  the  varsity  players  in  our 
scrimmages.  I  feel  that 
experience  will  be  a  big  factor 
for  the  varsity,  and  because  of 
experience  they  will  be 
favored,”  said  Frederick. 

The  game  strategy  that 
Coach  Frederick  will 
implement  against  the  frosh 
will  be  to  “keep  Cheesman  and 
Handy  from  scoring  and 
rebounding  inside,”  he  said. 


He  also  pointed  out  that  a  man 
to  man  defense  will  be  used  in 
the  contest. 

The  varsity  will  employ  a 
new  offensive  alignment 
against  the  frosh.  BYU  has 
dropped  the  2-1-2  in  favor  of 
the  1-3-1,  high-low  post. 
Playing  the  low  post  position 
will  be  Troy  Jones,  a  6-9 
center  from  La  Cresenta, 
Calif.,  who  redshirted  last 
season. 

Greg  Snow,  a  6-7  junior 
from  Salt  Lake  City,  should 
start  at  the  high  post  position. 
The  strength  of  the  varsity  for 
the  game  will  be  located  in  the 
outside  positions  where  the 
nucleus  of  the  team’s 
experience  is  found. 

Guards  Richards  and 
Anderson  are  certain  to  start, 
and  a  third  guard  from  Salt 
Lake  City,  Grig  Clawson,  has 
the  edge  in  experience  for  the 
third  outside  position.  Chris 
Williams,  a  6-6  forward  from 
Lakewood,  Colo.,  is  the  only 
junior  varsity  player  from  last 
year  to  make  this  year’s  varsity 
squad. 

A  preliminary  game  at  6:20 
p.m.  will  feature  an  intersquad 
freshman  game  in  which 
non-scholarship  players  will 
participate.  The  game  will  last 
20  minutes. 

There  will  be  a  no-foul-out 
rule.  Six  fouls  will  result  in  a 
penalty  shot  and  loss  of  ball. 
Half-time  entertainment  will 
be  provided  by  Brenda 
Richardson  and  the 
Cougarettes. 

The  annual  frosh-varsity 
basketball  game  is  sponsored 
by  the  Cougar  Club.  The  club 
is  a  national  organization  and 
its  goals  include  raising  money 
for  the  intercollegiate  athletic 
program  and  assisting  in  the 
recruitment  of  athletes  to 
BYU.

Who  needs  a  radio? 


After  being  weaned  by  a  fuel  guzzling  nation,  students  are 
going  to  have  to  get  into  the  act  and  ration  a  few  habits  too. 

What  can  we  do,  as  college  students,  that  would  benefit  the 
nation  by  conserving  energy?  Let’s  look  at  that  realistically. 

There  are  collegians  who  just  live  a  block  or  two  from  campus 
and  insist  on  driving  those  few  yards  each  day.  If  our  homes  are  a 
sizeable  distance  from  campus,  get  in  a  car  pool! 

Who  needs  to  have  the  stereo,  radio  and  television  all  going  at 
the  same  time  in  one  apartment?  Why  leave  the  radio  blasting 
when  no  one  in  the  house  is  listening? 

Many  students  leave  lights  on  in  their  apartments  all  day.  They 
insist  on  keeping  the  curtains  closed  during  the  bright  hours  of 
the  day  instead  of  using  natural  light  to  see  by.  Everyone  eats  at  a 
different  time  and  eats  something  different.  Couldn’t  we  cut 
down  on  the  number  of  uses  of  the  stove  in  our  apartments 
during  the  day. 

Boys  should  slow  down  those  hot  rods.  Girls  should  wash  their 
hair  the  night  before  and  sleep  in  curlers.  Don’t  use  the  hair  dryer 
so  much.  What  a  sacrifice! 

Why  fill  the  bathtub  up  with  water  so  hot  that  it  has  to  sit  for 
20  minutes  to  cool  down?

Regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  storehouse  of  fuel  is  really 
getting  low  and  energy  is  really  at  a  premium,  the  crisis  for  us,  at 
least,  is  real.  If  we  don’t  do  our  part  now,  we  really  can’t 
complain  come  Christmas  when  there  is  no  fuel  to  fly  or  drive  us 
home. 


A  new  look  at  NATO 


One  of  the  most  interesting,  but  less  publicized  events 
occurring  in  American  foreign  policy  now,  is  the  trouble  the 
United  States  is  having  with  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  (NATO). 

Europe  and  the  U.S.  have  been  quarreling  with  each  other  for 
some  months  over  the  Middle  East  issue.  Now  both  are  struggling 
to  preserve  the  alliance’s  basic  purpose— joint  defense  against  any 
Soviet  threat. 

NATO  has  recently  had  great  success  in  keeping  the  U.S.  and 
Europe  united  at  conferences  with  the  Soviet  bloc  on  security, 
cooperation  and  reduction  of  forces. 

A  major  meeting  of  NATO  foreign  ministers  will  take  place  in 
Brussels,  Belgium,  in  early  December.  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
Kissinger  will  be  in  attendance.  One  of  the  major  topics  will  be  a 
new  statement  on  relations  among  the  allies. 

Kissinger  proposed  one  last  April  but  NATO  did  not  approve  it. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict,  however, 
indications  from  NATO  headquarters  are  that  redefining  the 
alliance  might  be  pushed  through  faster  than  expected.  The 
permanent  representatives  of  NATO  have  been  meeting  regularly 
for  several  weeks  to  put  the  statement  together. 

France  and  Britain,  two  European  allies,  have  been  upset  at  the 
United  States  since  the  beginning  of  the  conflict.  They  argue  the 
United  States  doesn’t  really  depend  on  the  Arabs  for  its  oil. 
France  and  Britain  do,  however,  and  thus  cannot  afford  to 
support  Israel. 

That  is  the  very  reason  why  Portugal  and  West  Germany,  at  the 
start,  were  the  only  countries  to  give  the  U.S.  help  in  sending 
arms  to  Israel. 

The  allies  as  a  whole,  have  shown  no  sign  of  backing  the  U.S. 
support  of  Israel. 

Early  last  week,  in  fact,  the  European  Common  Market  issued  a 
joint  statement  demanding  that  Israel  get  out  of  the  conquered 
territories  of  the  Palestinian  Arabs.  Eight  members  of  the 
Common  Market  are  also  members  of  NATO. 

Troubles  have  settled  a  little  in  the  Middle  East,  with  Henry 
Kissinger  serving  as  arbiter  for  the  problems  of  the  world.  But  the 
troubles  will  probably  not  end  with  the  temporary  peace 
agreement. 

History  looks  to  be  even  more  interesting  during  early 
December.  Nobody  in  NATO  thinks  the  problems  in  the  Middle 
East  are  over.  The  statement  on  NATO’s  purpose  is  still  fresh  on 
everyone’s  mind. 

In  any  event,  it  is  apparent  Henry  Kissinger  thinks  the  meeting 
in  December  is  important.  He  is  sending  a  deputy  to  accept  his 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  Dec.  10  while  he  attends  his  first  meeting  of 
NATO  foreign  ministers  in  Brussels.

Why  doubt 


about  evils 


of  tobacco  ? 


Religious  leaders,  prompted  by  published 
reports  that  smoking  has  increased  over  the  past 
year  despite  the  radio-TV  ban  on  cigarette 
advertising,  seem  to  be  in  disagreement  as  to 
whether  tobacco  is  harmful  to  the  body.  A 
newspaper  survey  involving  representative 
authorities  in  the  churches  disclosed  a  surprising 
number  of  clerics  who  see  no  harm  in  the  use  of 
“the  weed.” 

“I’m  smoking  a  cigar  right  now,”  said  a 
Dallas-Fort  Worth  Catholic  bishop.  “That  is  no 
sin.” 

Ministers  of  religion  who  fail  to  make  a 
reasonable  effort  to  stop  smoking  are 
committing  a  sin  “by  unnecessarily  incurring 
a  .  .  .  danger  to  their  health,”  said  the  Rev. 
Aloysis  J.  Welch,  director  of  the  Pope  Pius  XII 
Institute  of  Social  Education. 

If  a  priest  or  bishop  is  advised  by  his 
physician  to  quit  smoking  and  fails  to  do  so,  the 
sin  is  mortal,  said  the  Rev.  Welch;  otherwise  the 
smoker  is  committing  a  venial  sin.  Rabbi  Ralph 
Simon  of  Chicago’s  Temple  Rodfeir  Zedek  said 
smoking  is  sinful  only  if  harmful.  “The  question 
is  whether  we  have  sufficient  proof  of  its 
-harm fulness.”  Apparently  the  good  rabbi  has 


not  been  keeping  abreast  of  the  scientific 
research  on  smoking  and  cancer. 

“I  would  say  that  smoking  is  not  a  sin  until  it 
is  abused  and  becomes  an  uncontrolled  habit,” 
said  Bishop  Austin  Pardue  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Episcopal  Diocese.  He  cautioned  that 
over-indulgence  in  almost  anything  can  be 
injurious.  “It’s  all  a  matter  of  degree.” 

Dr.  Porter  Routh,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  said  his  church 
has  gone  on  record  that  preachers  and  church 
leaders  using  tobacco  are  “hurting  the  cause  of 
Christ;”  and  Methodist  Bishop  Gerald  Kennedy 
of  Los  Angeles,  a  non-smoker,  said:  “The  body 
is  a  temple  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I’d  think  you’d 
have  to  call  smoking  a  sin  because  it  defiles  this 
sacred  temple.” 

Dr.  Harry  L.  Gibbons,  Salt  Lake  County 
(Utah)  Health  Department  director,  noted  that 
warnings  and  surveys  aren’t  doing  much  to  stem 
the  use  of  tobacco.  His  answer:  Motivation,  and 
far  more  of  it  than  smokers  get  from  the 
magazines  and  billboard  advertising.  For 
example:  apartment  houses  to  discount  rent 
rates  to  non-smokers,  more  insurance 
companies  to  give  reduced  premiums, 
employers  to  give  bonuses  to  non-smokers  and 
encouragement  to  Smokers  Anonymous  by 
assisting  in  its  worthy  work. 

How  odd  that  so  many  learned  men,  even 


those  of  the  ministry,  should  doubt  th 
smoking  is  detrimental  to  health.  The  Unit 
States  Health  Service  reports  that  12  milli 
more  chronic  ailments  occur  annually 
Americans  17  years  old  and  older  than  woi 
be  the  case  if  all  were  non-smokers.  Accordi 
to  the  report  smoking  causes: 

300,000  extra  coronary  attacks 
1 ,000,000  extra  cases  of  chronic  bronchitis 
emphysema 

Nearly  2,000,000  extra  cases  of  sinusitis 
More  than  1,000,000  extra  cases  of  pep 
ulcers

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  True  or  false:  If 
housewives  are  forced  by  the  energy  shortage  to 
curtail  their  use  of  “work  saving”  devices  they 
won’t  have  time  enough  to  complete  all  their 
daily  chores. 

Imagine,  for  instance,  how  time  consuming  it 
might  be  to  walk  rather  than  drive  the  kids  to 
school,  how  burdensome  to  whip  the  batter  by 
hand,  how  irritating  to  wash  the  dishes  instead 
of  delivering  them  to  the  machine. 

Now,  in  apparent  contradiction  to  the 
popular  notion,  a  study  conducted  in  12 
countries  with  widely  different  cultures  and 
levels  of  industrialization  suggests  that  no 
greater  time  will  be  needed. 

The  study  shows  that  regardless  of  time  and 
labor  saving  devices,  women  seem 
self-compelled  to  put  in  time  on  household 
chores. 

To  illustrate,  the  researchers  point  out  that  in 
Kragujavac,  Yugoslavia,  where  most  homes  lack 
running  water,  the  women  spend  just  one 
minute  more  on  chores  than  in  Osnabruck,  West 
Germany,  where  conveniences  are  taken  for 
granted. 

The  study,  called  the  Multinational 
Comparative  Time-Budget  Research  Project, 
was  conducted  in  Belgium,  Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia,  East  Germany,  France, 
Hungary,  Peru,  Poland,  the  United  States, 
Soviet  Union,  West  Germany  and  Yugoslavia. 

Analyzing  the  U.S.  data,  John  Robinson  and 
Philip  Converse  of  the  Institute  for  Social 
Research  'at  the  University  of  Michigan  suggest 
that  the  time  saved  by  convenience  devices  and 
products  is  quickly  absorbed  in  other  chores. 

Joann  Vanke,  a  sociology  lecturer  who 
compared  the  U.S.  data  with  earlier  studies, 
agreed. 

“While  the  routine  maintenance  aspects  of 
household  work  such  as  cooking  and  cleaning 
have  become  simpler,  today’s  housekeeper  has 
turned  the  extra  time  not  to  leisure  but  to  the 
managerial  aspects  of  household  work  .  .  .” 

Even  outside  jobs  that  help  pay  for  those 
labor-saving  devices  seem  unable  to  free  women 
from  their  “devotion”  to  household  work.  On 
weekends,  the  study  found,  the  employed 
woman  nearly  doubles  her  time  on  household 
chores. 

In  contrast,  employed  men  utilize  weekends 
to  “indulge  themselves  in  relatively  large 
amounts  of  leisure  activity.”  So  also  do  women 
who  have  no  outside  job.

In  response  to  John  Huber’s  letter  of  Nov.  7: 
to  edit  is  not  to  censor.  Editing  is  done  by  the 
news  media  to  upgrade  itself.  Censorship  is 
done  by  government  to  protect  itself.  Editing  is 
generally  good.  It  eliminates  unnecessary, 
unrelated,  and  untrue  material.  Censorship  is 
generally  bad.  The  two  are  very  different  but 
one  or  the  other  is  necessary  to  maintain  any 
government.

Criticizing  the  press  is  not  getting  “more 
ludicrous  all  the  time,”  but  remains  our  only 
balance  short  of  censorship. 

I  haven’t  joined  Nixon,  Agnew,  nor  Mitchell, 
but  I’ve  sure  been  disgusted  with  the  wholesale 
condemnation  of  President  Nixon  from  the 
media  when  it  fails  to  edit  out  lies,  destructive 
opinions,  etc.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  demand

The  only  way  that  Americans  can  form  their 
own  opinions  is  to  read  many  differing  opinions 
from  the  news  media.  To  be  so  narrow  as  to 
limit  one’s  reading  material  is  shutting  out  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  choice,  thereby, 
destroying  individual  freedom.
